He  was  its  only  remain- 
ing leader  who  from  the  dale  of  its  or- 
ganization had  held  the  command  of  a 
general  officer.  Every  other  general 
who  Led  a  brigade  or  division  when  the 
Army  of  the  Pytoraae  first  moved  out  of 
the  defences  (if  Washington  had  died  in 
battle,  or  had  been  removed  from  com- 
mand, or  had  been  transfeired  to  another 
post.  John  Sedgwick  was  the  last  of  the 
veterans,  and  the  noblest  of  them  all. 
Tried  in  inuumberable  battles,  never  un- 
equal to  any  duty  which  was  laid  up')n 
him,  never  cold  in  support  of  wh.atevcr 
leader,  never  tailing  in  perfect  di'votion 
to  the  cause  for  which  he  f.iught,  never 
soliciting  promotion,  yet  steadily  rising 
in  command,  twice  rejecting  the  leader- 
ship of  the  army,  dying  at  last  from  the 
bullet  uf  u  sharpshooter  which  sought 
him  out  while  he  was  repairing  the  neg 
lect  of  a  subordinate  offioer — his  milita 
ry  talent,  his  career,  and  his  personal 
eharacler  were  alike  rjjmarkable.  Who 
can  measure  the  value  of  three  years  of 
SUCH  service  as  he  gave    to     his     coun- 
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society,  she  visits  and  provide*  for  the 
poor,  she  keeps  my  house  in  order,  and 
ill  a  nniidred  ways  lessens  the  weight  of 
my  laborious  avocati^m."

His  life  waswhfilly  military.     Trained 
to  arms  as  a  profession,  he    surrendered 
himself  without  reserve  to  its  imperious 
claims.      He  fought  with  disctinctioo   in 
Mexico,  winning  successive     brevets    as 
captain  and  major  tor  repeated    acts    of 
gallantry  and  skill.     In  the  first  summer 
of  the  rebellion  he  was  made    brigadier- 
oeneral  of  volunteers,  and  in  less   than  a 
year  became  major-general — a    rank    at 
the  time  sparingly  conferred.      Down  tc 
the  battle  of  Anttetam.  he  commanded  a 
division  in  Sumner's  corps,  making  that 
division  the  best  in  the  corps,  as  he  sub 
sequently  made  his  corps — the    Sixth  — 
the  best  in  the  army.        He  was    known 
in  every  command,  and  to   every    com- 
mander above  him,  as  a  general  who  was 
1}  be  relied  on  for  difficult  service  at  all" 
times — carrying  into  practice  tie  maxim 
of  Napoleon,  that  an  army  ought  to    be 
capable  of  making  the  utmost  resistance 
or  doing  the  utmoit  injury  at  every  mo 
ment  w  hich  it  is  capable  of  at  any  mo 
ment. 

But  in  saying   that  Gen,  Sedgwick's 
life  and  career  were  mili  ary,  we  revoke 
nothing  of    the  euf  gy,  nothing   of    the 
grateful  tribute,  nothing  of  that  acknowl- 
edgement of  the  great  debt  due  him  from 
he  loyal  pco{)le  of  the  North,  which  we 
mournfully  offer  to  his  memory.       Far 
from  it.     His  seclusions  from  the  associ 
ati.  ns  which  surround  the  citizen  in  civ- 
il life,  and  his  life-long  exposure  to  influ- 
ences which,  operating  upon  so  many  of- 
ficers of  the  regular  army,  brought  them 
finally  to  wreck,  form   the   back-ground 
in  contrast  with  which  his   military  ser- 
vices appear    with   unwonted   splendor. 
Nay,  even  later —  for  all    phases  of    his 
will  bear  to  be  held  up  to   view — it  was 
the  misfortune  of    Gen.  Sedgwick  to  be 
attached  by  some  personal   ties  to  Gen. 
M'Clellan,  and  to  retain  a  regard  for  that 
commander  after  it  had  become  apparent 
that  he  did    not  deserve  the   esteem  or 
trust  of  the  nation.  But  whereas  in  many 
instances  a  feeling  ol  personal  loyalty  to 
Gen.  M'Clellan     became    identical   with 
disloyalty  to  the    Government,  in    Gen. 
Sedgwick  it  never  for  a  moment  nor  in 
llie  least  degree  disturbed  the  steadiness 
of  his  devotion  to  the  Republic,  nor  im- 
paired the    fidelity  with  which    he  sus- 
tained every  successive    commander    of 
the  Army  of  the  Potomac.     Gen.  Sedg- 
wick's   opinions    were  ' perfectly     well 
known,  bul  neither  the  Government  nor 
any  one  of  the  tour  generals  umlcr  w^iom 
he  served  ever  dreamed  <if  displacing  him 
or  of  withholding  from  him  th.ir  utmost 
measure  of  confidence   on  that    account. 
It  is  an  extiaordinary    testimony   to  his 
8im,.licity  of  character  that  he   was  thus 
trusted. 

Sedgwick's  fault— in  a  stddier  it  was  a 
fault — was  distrust  of  his  own  abilities. 
Everybody  thought  better  of  him  than 
he  thought  of  himself.  When  he  was  in 
command  of  a  divi.iion,  he  s.iid.  "  This  is 


my  had  vainly  sought  V>  carry  in  De- 
cembcr-~his  subsequent  single-handed 
fight  against  Lee,  Htx^ker  with  90,000 
men  lying  idle  listening  to  his  guts  ten' 
miles  away,  and  his  final  recrossing  of 
the  Rappahannock  at  Banks' Ford,  bring- 
ing -iff,  in  the  face  of  the  enemy,  his 
wounded,  his  trains,  and  his  guns,  form 
one  of  the  most  brilliant  and  menK>rable 
contests  of  the  war.  His  self-distrust 
vanished  before  his  sense  of  duty.  It 
was  said  of  Massena  that  his  intellect  was 
ordinarily  sluggish  and  his  perceptions 
confused,  till  ihe  sound  of  the  cannon 
cleared  up  his  brain.  in  a  dissimilar 
way  Sedgwick  was  difl'idcnt  till  the  mo- 
ment of  action  arrived  ;  then  he  became 
self  reliant,  inflexible,  unconquerable. 

Kindly  relations  existed  between  Gen. 
Sei'gwick  and  his  subordinates;  yet  he 
was  an  austere  commander,  exacting  from 
every  officer  and  innn  complete  perform- 
ance of  his  duty.  No  one  loved  him  the 
less  for  that  reason  ;  no  s«ildier  really 
pretsrs  a  lax  discipline.  His  men  hon- 
ored the  man  as  wt-Il  as  the  general,  .ind 
respected  both.  His  private  worth  was 
so  great,  he  was  so  true,  so  single-heart- 
ed, so  just,  with  such  C'.rdinl  feelings  and 
generous  traits,  that  those  who  were 
nearest  to  him  have  perhaps  a  keener 
sense  of  their  own  grief  than  of  the  mis- 
fortune which  his  loss  brings  to  the  Re- 
public.

Cullen  in  this  county,  to    be    kept    for 
half  the  clip  of  wool  and  half  the  increase. 
Last  season  the  Judge's  half  of  the  wool 
was  sold  for  ^70,  and  the     increase    of 
the  whole  flock  was  G6  lambs.     He  sold 
these  same  sheep  to  Rev.  E    Li  verm  ore 
of  this  place,  a  few  days  Bgo,  for    $910, 
which,  with  the  clip,  of  wool  last  spring, 
netted  him  $980,  $580  on  an  investment 
'if  $406  twenty     months    ago — making 
nearly  100  per.  cent  on  his    investment. 
And  although  this  looks  very    Urge,    it 
must  be  re.   embered  that  Mr.    Cullen, 
who  kept  the  sheep,  has  also    made    ati 
equally  large  profit.      His    share  of  last 
yeai's  wool  clip  amounted  to  $70  and  he 
had  33  lambs  as  his  share  of  the  increase. 
At  the  rates  offered  for    wool    now,    he 
will    receive   at   least  $100  fur   ibisclip^ 
this  year,  and  his  share  of  the  clip  of  the 
undivided  flock  will  be  about  $200.     Ho 
now  has  an  increase  of  at  least  40  lambs, 
w  Inch  at  $2.50  per  head,  (the  price  Mr. 
Livermore  paid)  is  $100  and  this  added 
to  the  33  yearlings  at  $5  per  head,  ($165) 
toots  up  the  handsome    sum    of    $565  ! 
Can  larger  profits  be  shown  ? — St.  Ptter 
Statesman.

In  an  artW-le  puMishcd  several  months 
«inc«  advocating  the  building  of  a  rsil- 
roa<l  from  St.  PiujI  to  the  head  vf 
navigation  on  the  St.  Croix  and  ihonce 
in  a  direct  lino  to  Lake  Superior  we 
advanced  iho  idea  that  such  a  road,  con- 
necting at  St.  Paul  with  the  Minnesota 
Central  wonld  upen  a  large  hnme  market 
for  our  manufactured  lumber.  That  it 
would  ill  fact  enable  us  to  complete  with 
MinneapoIirt&  St  Ai!th<'ny  fur  the  lumber 
trade  of  the  interior  counties  and  owing 
to  the  superiority  of  our  market  both  in 
matter  of  quality  and  quantity  of  raw 
material  would  place  it  in  the  front  rank. 

Thia  proposition  has  since  been  prac- 
tically demonstrated.  At  the  present 
time  while  we  are  sending  down  the 
river  immense  rafts  of  manufactured  and 
unmanufactured  lumber  the  Minneapolis 
market  dt»es  not  afford  lumber  er.ough 
to  make  the  finishing  boards  of  a  "seven 
by  nine  shanty."  The  result  is  that 
purchasers  are  seeking  a  supply  in  our 
-market  even  at  the  expense  of  over-land 
tran9p<irtation.  This  trade  is  constantly 
increasing.  Every  day  m;iy  be  seen 
long  trains  of  wagons  loaded  with  lumber 
leaving  our  city  destined  for  St.  Paul 
«nd  points  beyond.  With  cheap  rail- 
road communication  it  is  easy  to  see 
what  an  immense  retail  trade  in  lumber 
would  soon  spring  up  at  this  point  sup- 
plying not  only  St.  Paul  and  vicinity 
but  thn  immense  territory  of  timberless 
prairie  situated  between  the  Mississippi 
and  the  Minnesota  rivers  and  resulting 
alike  for  the  benefit  of  the  producer  and 
corsumer. 

The  work  on  the  Minnesota  Central 
(Cedar  Valley)  road  is  being  pushed  en- 
ecgeHcally  forward.  A  portion  of  the 
iron  has  already  arrived,  and  in  a  few 
days  the  company  will  commence  laying 
the  track.  And  it  seems  to  us  that  the 
time  has  come  when  the  citizens  of  Still- 
water should  wake  to  the  interests  of  its 
railroad  communications. 

We  must  look  sharply  at  the  action 
of  our  next  Legislature  in  reference  to 
the  new  land  grant,  or  we  shall  wake 
when  it  is  too  late,  to  find  ourselves  eu- 
chered — St,  Paul  having  all  the  tricks.

Cincinnati  Commercial  has  the  follow- 
ing account  of  a  man  in  ofiice  who  actual- 
ly works  for  nothing  and  finds  himself! 
I  fany  one  happens  to  know  another, 
we  will  thank  him  to  send  iis  his  por- 
trait and  biography.  The  Commerciar s 
Washington  a)rresp)ndent  says: 

"  A  /ew  weeks  since,  I  wrote  of  a  m.iii 
who.didn't  want  an  office.  Now  I  have 
a  still  more  startling  fact  to  announce — a 
man  who  holds  an  ofiice  niuler  the  Gov 
eminent,  works  hard,  and  won't  take  any 
pay  for  it?  Th'  rara  avis  is  Mr.  Whit- 
ing, Solicitor  of  the  War  Department ; 
and  the  case,  as  related  to  me  by  an  inti- 
mate friend  of  his,  is  as  follows  :  About 
two  years  ago.  Secretary  Stanton  wrote 
to  Mr.  Whiting,  whom  he  had  known 
well  and  favorably  as  a  lawyer  for  many 
years,  at  his  home  in  Massachusetts,  in- 
forming him  that  he  was  about  to  create 
the  ofl'ice  of  Solicitor  for  the  War  Depart- 
ment and  tendered  him  the  position  at  a 
8.alary  of  15,000  a  year,  I  believe.  Mr. 
Whiting  replied  that  he  would  be  glad 
to  serve  th*'  Government  in  the  capacitv 
named,  and  would  accept  tho  office  upon 
one  condition,  that  ho  received  no  pay 
or  emoluments  of  any  kind,  and  have 
the  privilege  of  bearing  his  own  expenses 
at  the  capital.  This  was  finally  though 
reluctantly,  acceded  to  by  Mr.  Stanton, 
and  Mr.  Whiting  left  his  palatial  home 
in  New  England  and  t(K>k  up  his  abode 
in  Washington  City.  Not  content  with 
refusing  to  receive  compensation  himself, 
he  drew  up  an  instrument  in  writing,  and 
filed  it  in  the  War  Department,  stipulat- 
ing that  in  case  of  his  death  while  here, 
his  family  should  not  be  en'itled  to  one 
dollar  for  the  serves  he  may  have  render- 
ed. Mr.  Whiting  is  a  rich  man,  and  can 
affoidtodo  all  he  has  magnanimously 
agreed  to-,  hut  it  should  be  remembered 
there  are  hundreds  of  others  equally  rich 
and  who  could  equally  well  afford  it, 
who  would  hesitate  fur  a  long  time  before 
accepting  such  a  U(»n-rcinuncra!lve 
berth."

These  practices  are 
not  recognized  by  the  laws  of  war  of  any 
civilized  nation,  r.or  are  the  persons  en- 
gaged therein  entitled  to  any  other  treat 
ment  than  that  due  by  the  universal  code 
of  justice  to  pirates,  murderers,  and  other 
outlaws. 

But  from  the  difficuUiesof  the  country 
the  secret  aid  and  information  given    to 
those  bushwhackers  by  persons  of   your 
class,  and  the    more    important  occupa- 
tion of  the  troops  untler    my  commai.d, 
it  is  impossible  to  cha.se,  and  arrest,  and 
punish  these  common  marauders  as  they 
deserve.      Without  the  countenance  and 
help  given  to  them  by  the  rebel  residents 
of  the  valley,    they    could    not   support 
themselves  for  a  week.       You  are    spies 
upon  our  movements,  abusing    the  cle- 
mency which  has  protected  your  persons 
and  property,  while  loyal  citizens  of  the 
United  States  residing  within    the    rebel 
lines  are  invariably  plundered  of  all  they 
may  possess,  imprisoned,  and    in  sf»me 
cases  put  to  death.      It  is  from  you    and 
your  families  and  neighbors    that   these 
bandits  receive  food,  clothing,  ammuni- 
tion and  information  ;  and  it  is  from  their 
secret    hiding  places    in    your    houses, 
barns,  and  woods,    th.tt    they    issue  on 
their  roi.ssions   of    pillage    and    murder. 
You  an-,     iherefoie,    hereby    notified 
that  for  ev;  ry  train  fired  upon,  or  soldier 
of  the  Union    wounded    or   assassinated 
by  bushwhackers    in    any  neighborhood 
within     the    reach    of  my    cavalry,  tho 
houses  and  other  property  of  every  seces- 
sion sympathizer  residing  within  a  circuit 
of  five  miles  from  the  p:ace   of  the    out- 
rage, shall  bo  destroyed  b^  fire;  and  that 
for    all    fublic    property  jay ha\^ked  or 
dest  oved  by  thcpe  marauders,  an  assess- 
ment of  five  times    the     value    of   such 
property  will  be  made  upon  the  secession 
sympathizers  residing  within  a  circuit  of 
ten  miles  around  the  point  at  which   the 
offense  was   committed.     The   payment 
of  this  a  sessmcnt    be  enforced    by    the 
troops  of  the  department,  who  will  seize, 
and    hold  in  close    military  custody   the 
persons    assessed,  until   such    payments 
shall  have  been    made.     This    provision 
will  also  be  applied  to  make  good,  from 
the  secessionists   in  every  neighborhood, 
five  times  the  amount  of  any  loss  suffer- 
ed by  loyal  citizens  of  the  United  States 
from  the'   action    of   the    bushwhackers 
whom  you  encourage. 

If  you  deire  to  avoid  the  consequences 
herein  set  forth  you    will    notify    your 
guerilla    and     bushwhacking    friends  to 
withdraw  from  that  portion  of  the  Valley 
within  my     lines,    and    to  join — if  they 
desire  to  fight  for  the  rebellion— the   re- 
gular forces  of  the  secession  army  in  my 
front  or  elsewhere.     You  will  have  none 
but    yourselves    to  blame  for  the    con- 
sequences   that    will  cerUinly  ensue,  if 
thes   evi'sbejH-rmitted  to  continue.  The 
circular  is  not  sent  to  you  for  the  reason 
that  you  have  been  singled  out  as  peculi- 
arly obno.xious,  but  btcausj  you  are   be- 
lieved to  furnish  the    readiest   means    of 
communication  with  the  promineut  seces- 
sion sympathizers  of  your  neighborhocxl. 
It  will  be  for  their  benefit  that  you  com- 
municate to    them    the    tenor    <<f    this 
circular.

This  circular  was  sent  out  and  dis- 
tributed. The  seed  which  was  sown 
soon  brought  fruit,  for  a  deputation  from 
the  F.  F.  V.'s  of  secession  pndivities

Harry,  was  stigmatized  by  Jefferson, — 
who  knew  him  well,— as  an  "  intriguer," 
"an  informer,"  a  "miserable  tergivjr- 
sator." 

Major  General  Charles  Lee,  of  Revo- 
lutionary memory,  and  a  kinsman,   was, 
as  one  may  see  by  Irving's  Washington, 
not  only  a  ealuiniiiiitor  of    Washington, 
but  was  a  plotter  to  supersede    him  ;  he 
was  tried  by  court-martial  after  the  bat- 
tle of   Monmouth,  was  found    guilty   of 
disobedience  of  orders,  mist)ehavior  be- 
fore  the   enemy  and    disrespect  t*  the 
Comtnvnder-iii-Chief ;   was  subsequenlly 
dismissed  from  the   service  in  disgrace, 
and  soon  after  died    in   Berkley  county, 
Virginia,  leaving  in  his  will  these  words, 
"  I  desire  most  earnestly  that  I  may  not 
be  buried   in  any  church  or  churchyard, 
r>r  within  a  mile  of  any  Presbyterian  or 
consecrated  meeting  house ;  for,  since  I 
resided  in  this  country,  I    have  kept  so 
much  bad  company  while   living,  that  1 
do  not  choose  to  continue  it  when  dead." 
The  gr.-at-uncle,  Arthur  Lee,  wjis   the 
libeler  of  Franklin  and  Jay  and    Jefter 
son,  and    is  described  by  Tucker,  in  his 
life  of  the  latter,  to  have    been    "  singu- 
larly   impracticable    in  his    terapwr    and 
disposition."       The    uncle,    Henry  Lee, 
was  in  Congress  at  the  time  of  the  Pres- 
identin)  struggle  between   Jefferson  and 
Burr,  ana,  according  to  Tucker,  advised 
•'  desperate  measures'"  to  defeat  the  for- 
mer ;  and  he   was    a     man  of    such  bad 
character  that  when,  in  1830,  Gen.  Jack- 
son, whose  fiery  partisan  he  hail    been, 
sent  his  nomination  to  the  Senate  for  the 
consulship  at  Algiers,  Mr.  Tazewell,  of 
his  own  pnrty  and    Stato,  Chairman  on 
Foreign   Keia'Jons,    reported  against  it, 
and    it  was    unanimously   rejected.        It 
would  be  diflTicult  to  name  an  old  family 
in  this   country,  of  any  historical  mark, 
whose   blood    has  been    shown  to  be  of 
worse  quality  thin  that  of   the  Lees  of 
Virginia. 

But  it  is  not  the  family  that  makes  the 
rCuUeman,  or  the  reverse.     It  is  person 
sl  honor.      Has    Robert  E.   Lee    this] 
We  say  eiiif-h^tically  that   he  has  it  not. 
He  is  deficient  in  its  very  first  and  most 
essential  element — truth.     He  is  as  men 
dacious  as  Beauregard    himself.       This 
can    be  proved  incontfcstably,   and  that 
too  without  going  back  of  the  history  of 
the  last  fortnight.       On  the  14th  of  this 
month  he  issued  an   address  to  his  sol- 
diers, which  we  have  published.       It  is 
brief,   but    it  contains   five  broad  false- 
hoods. 

The  first  is  that  "a  part  of  vho  ene- 
my's force  threatening  the  Valley  of 
Virginia  has  been  routed  by  Gen.  Imbo- 
den,  and  driven  back  to  the  Potomac." 
This,  if  it  means  any  thing,  refers  to  the 
withdrawal  of  Sigel  across  the  Shenan- 
doah, when  confronted  with  superior 
force.  He  experienced  no  rout,  and  lit- 
tle loss,  and  instead  of  being  driven  back 
to  the  Potomac,  was  then  seventy  miles 
south  of  the  Potomac. 

The  second  is  that  "a  portion  of  Gen. 
Averill's  forces  had  been  dispersed  by 
Gens.  Morgan  and  Jones,  who  are  in 
pursuit  of  the  remainder."  There  was 
no  such  dispersion, no  such  pursuit.  (»en. 
Averill  most  successfully  accomplished 
the  destruction  of  connections  and  stores 
and  every  thing  which  ho  undertook  to 
destroy. 

The" third  is  that  "  Northern  journals 
of  the  10th  inst.  anni>iince  the  surrender 
of  (inn.  Steele  in  Arkansas,  with  an  ar- 
mv  of  nine  thousand  men."  The  North 
er'n  papers  of  thac  date  or  of  any  other 
date,  made  no  such  announcement,  e.v- 
cept    as  reproduced     in    extracts    from 


Now  these  ttatementsmd*^  have  befen 
willful.  They  are  of  a  character  that 
precludes  the  powibility  of  their  being 
th«  pioduct  of  mere  misapprehension. 
Lee  deliberately  and  flagitiously  lied.  If 
it  be  said  in  his  behalf  that  he  did  it  in 
order  to  keep  up  the  drooping  spirits  of 
his  soldier*,  we  have  to  say  that  it  is  an 
expedient  which  no  soldier  of  honor  ever 
adopts.  No  commander  of  the  army  of 
the  Potomac  has  been  guilty  of  any  thing 
of  the  kind.  Grant  or  Meade  would  die 
on  the  spot  before  he  would  degrade  his 
owi:  manhood,  and  insult  the  manhood  of 
his  soldiers  by  resorting  to  such  decep- 
tion. 

The  simple  truth  U  that  the  very  fact 
of  a  soldier's  abandoning  his  flag  involves 
an  abandonment  of  his  character.  Lee 
received  his  military  education  from  the 
Government,  had  been  constantly  honor- 
ed and  trusted  by  the  Government,  and 
it  was  the  extreme  of  perfidy  in  him  to 
turn  traitor  against  the  Government. 
The  soul  that  could  once  work  itself  up 
to  a  crime  like  that  is  capable  of  any 
violation  of  personal  honor  or  moral  du- 
ty. Amazement  is  often  expressed  at 
the  displays  of  turpitude  by  rebels  who 
were  formerly  reputed  high  minded 
men. 

I  ut  we  do  not  sufficiently  appreciate 
the  terribly  demoralizing  eff-ct  of  th?- 
very  act  of  committing  treason.  It  is 
not  morally  impossible  to  perpetrate 
this  supreme  crime  without  wrenching 
and  in  fact  breaking  down  the  whole 
moral  nature.  Treason  can  not  be  com- 
mitted on  any  scale  without  its  malig- 
nity extending  to  every  part  of  the  mor- 
al Constitution.  Fidelity  lies  at  the  very 
core  of  sound  character,  and  when  that 
rots,  all  rots. 


Action  of  the  General  AMcmbly 
of  thu  O.  S.  Presbyterian

The   Committee  on  Bills  and  Over- 
tures report :. 

Overture  No.  12,  from  the  Presbyte- 
ry of  Newton,  reciting  the  former  deliv- 
erances of  the  General   Assembly  upon 
the  subject  of  slavery  in  this  country  and 
the  duty   of  emancipation,  and    asking 
the  General  Assembly  to  take  such  ac- ' 
tion  as  in  their  wisdom  ^eems  proper  to 
meet  the  present  aspects  of  human  bond- 
age in  our  country,  and  recontitncnd  the 
adoption  of  the  following  : 

111  the  opinion  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly, the  solemn  and  momentous  circuin 
stances  of  our  times,  the  state  of  our 
country,  and  the  condition  of  our  church, 
demand  a  plain  declaration  of  its  senti- 
ments upon  the  subject  of  slavery,  in 
view  of  its  present  aspects  in  this  coun- 
try. 

From  the  eftnlest  peMod  of  our 
church,  the  General  Assembly  delivered 
unequivocal  testimony  upon  this  subject, 
which  it  will  be  profitable  now  to  re-af- 
firm. 

HISTORICAL     REVIEW     OV    THK    ACTION    OF 
FORMER    GENERAL    ASSEMBLY. 

In  the  year  1787,  the  Synod  of  New 
York  and  Philadelphia,  in  view  of  move- 
ments then  on  foot  looking  to  the  aboli- 
tion of  slavery,  and  highly  approving  of 
them,  declared  that  "  inasmuch  as  men 
introduced  from  a  servile  state  to  a  par- 
ticipation of  all  the  privileges  of  society, 
without  a  proper  education  and  without 
previous  habits  of  industry,  may  be  in 
many  respects  dangerous  to  the  commu- 
nity, therefore  they  earnestly  recom 
mend  to  all  the  members  belonging  to 
their  communion  to  give  these  persons, 
who  are  at  present  held  in  servitude,  such 
'good  education  as  to  prepare  them  for 
the  better  enjoyment  of  freedom.      * 

And  finally,  they  recommend  it  to  all 
their  people'  to  use  the  most  prudent 
measures  consistent  with  the  interest  and 
state  of  civil  society  in  the  countries 
where  they  live,  to  procure  eventually 
the  final  abolition  of  slavery  in  Amer- 
ica." 


pfcs  of  the  gospel  of  Christ,  which  en 
joins    that  'all    things    whatsoever  ye 
would  that  men  should  do  to  you  do  ye 
even   so  to  them.'       Slavery  creates  a 
paradox  in  the  moral  system.     It  exhib 
its  rational,  moral   and  accountable  be- 
ings in  such  circumstances  as  scarely  to 
leave  them  the  power  of  moral    action. 
It  exhibits  them  as  dependent  on  the  will 
of  others,  whether  they  shall  receive  re- 
ligious instruction  ;  whether  they  shall 
know  and  worship  the  true  God  ;  wheth- 
er they  shall  enjoy  the  ordinances  of  the 
gospel ;  whether  they  shall  perform  the 
duties  and   cherish    the  endearments  of 
husbands  and  wives,   parents  and  chil- 
dren,  neighbors  and    friends ;  whether 
they   shall    preserve   their  chastity  and 
purity,  or  regard  the  dictates  of  justice 
and  humanity.       Such  are  some  of  the 
consequences  of    slavery — consequences 
not  imaginary,  but  which  connect  them- 
selves with  its  very  existence. 

From  this  view  of  the  coBseqiiences 
resulting  from  the  practice,  into  which 
christian  people  have  most  inconsistent- 
ly fallen,  of  enslaving  a  portion  of  their 
brethren  of  mankind,  it  is  manifestly  the 
duty  of  all  christians,  who  enjoy  the  light 
of  the  present  day.  when  the  inconsist- 
ency of  slavery,  both  with  the  dictates 
of  humanity  &nu  of  religion,  has  been  de- 
monstrated, and  is  generally  seen  and 
acknowledged,  to  use  their  honest,  earn- 
est and  unwearied  endeavors  to  correct 
the  errors  of  former  times,  and,  as  ear- 
ly as  possible,  to  efface  this  blot  on  our 
holy  religion,  and  to  obtain  the  complete 
abolition  of  slavery  throughout  Christen- 
dom, and  if  possible,  throughout  the 
world. 

They  earnestly  exhorted  those  portions 
of  the  Church  where  the  evil  of   slavery 
had  been  entailed  upon  them,  to  contin- 
ue, and,  if  possible,  to  increase  their   ex- 
ertions to  effect  a  total  abolition  of  slav- 
ery, and  to  suffer  no    greater    delay     to 
take  place  in  this  most  interesting     con- 
cern, than  a  regard  to  public  welfare  tru- 
ly and  indispensably  demands ;  and  de- 
clare "  that  our  country  ought  to  be  gov- 
erened  in  this  matter  by  no   other    con- 
sideration than  an  honest  and    impartial 
regard  to  the  happiness  of    the    injured 
party,  uninfluenced  by  the  expense  or  in- 
convenience which  such  a  regard  may  in- 
volve ;"    warning  "  all  who    belong   to 
our  denomination  of  Christians    against 
unduly  extending  this  plea  of  necessity  ; 
against  making  it  a  cover  for    the    love 
and  practice  of  slavery,  or  a  pretence  for 


creed  its  extinction  bjr    nailltiiry    fy^t 
They  have  enlisted  those  formei  ly    hefdl 
as  slaves,  to  be  soldiers  in  the    liational 
armies.       They  have  taken  measure*  t?< 
organise  the  labor  of  the  freedfn'en,    and- 
instituted  measures    for    thei'^   siTpporti^ 
and  government  in  tbeifnew    condition.- 
It  is  the  President's  declared  policy,  not 
to  consent  to  the  reorganization  of   civiV 
government  within  the    seceded    StatM, 
upon  any  other  basis  than  that  of  eman- 
cipation.      In  the  loyal    States,    where 
slavery  has  not  been    abolished,    n>eas- 
ures  of  emancipation,  in  different   stages 
pf  progress,  have  been    set    on  foot,  and 
are  near  their  consummation  ;  and  prop- 
ositions for  an  ammendment  to  the  Fed- 
eral Constitution,  prohibiting   slavery  ii» 
all  the  States  and    Territories,  are    now 
pending  in    the    national    Congress — so- 
that,in  our  present  situation,    the    iiiter- 
ests  of  peace  and  of  social  order  are  iden- 
tified with  the  success  of    the    cause    of 
emancipation.       The   difficulties    whiclv 
formerly  seemed  insurmountable,  in  tb« 
providence  of  God  appear  now  to  be  al- 
most removed.      The   most  formidable- 
remaining  obstacle,  we  think,    wHK   *>e' 
found  to  be  the  unwillingness  of  the  hu- 
man heart  to  see  and    accept  the    trutb|, 
against  the  prejudices  of  habit  and  of  in- 
terest ;  and  to  act    towards    those    wha 
have  been  heretofore  degraded,  as  slaves, 
with  the  charity  of  Christian  principle,  in^ 
the  necessary  efforts  to  improve  and  ele«' 
vate  them. 


Conclusion. 

In  view,  therefore,  of  its  former   test!-' 
monies  irpon  the   subject,    the    General 
Assembly  does  hereby  devoutly  express' 
its  gratitude  to  Almighty  God    that  He 
has  overruled  the    wickedness    and    cal- 
amities of  the  rebellion;  so  that  He  tuut. 
worked  out  a  deli vcrancee  of  our    coun- 
try from  the  evil  and  guilt    of    slavery  ; 
its  earnest  desire  for    the  extirpation    of 
slavery,  as  the  root  of   bitcerness    from 
which  has  sprung    rebellion,    war,    and-., 
bloodshed,  and  the  long  list  of   horrofr, 
that  follow  in  their    traiti  j    its    earnest 
trust  that  the  thorough  removal  of    lhts= 
prolific  source  of  evil  and  fcarra-  will    Be'^ 
speedily  followed  by    the    blfessioBS    f^^> 
our  Ileavenly    Father,    the     return   of 
peace,  union,  aud  fraternity,  and  abound- 
ing prosperity  to  the  whole    land  ;     and 
reccomraend  to    all   in  ourcommuniottf. 
to  labor  honestly,    earnestly,    and    un- 
weariedly  in  their  respective  spherea  for 
this  glorious  consummation,  to  which  bu-, 
man  justice.

Ir.  1705  the  General  Assembly  "as- 
sured all  the  churches  under  their  care 
that  they  view  with  the  deepest  concern 
any  vestiges  of  slavery  wh.ch  may  exist 
in  our  country." 

In    1815,    the    following    record  was 

mad-' : 

"  The  General  Assembly  have  repeat- 
edly declared  their  cordial    approbation 
of  those  principles  of  civil  liberty  which 
appear  tn  be  recognized  by  the  sUte  and 
federal     governments    in  these    United 
States.       They  have  expressed  their  re 
gret  that  the  slavery  of  the  Africans  and 
of  their  descendants  still   continues  in  so 
miiiy  places,  and  even  among  those  with- 
in the  pale  of  the  church,  and  have  urged 
the   Presbyteries  under    their    care    to 
take  such    measuies    as    will    secure  at 
le  isi  to  the  rising    generation  of  slaves, 
within  the  bounds  of  the  church,  a  relig- 
ious education,  that  they  may  be  prepar- 
ed for  the  exercise  and  enjoyment  «if  lib- 
erty   when  God  in   his  providence  may 
open  a  door  for  their  emancipation." 

The  action  of  the  General  Asseinbly 
upon  the  subject  of  slavery  in  the  year 
1818  is  unequivocal,  and  so  well  known 
that  it  need  not  be  recited  at  length. 
The  following  extracts,  however,  we  re- 
gard as  applicable  to  our  present  circum- 
.stances,  and  proper  now  to  be  recited  : 

«'  We  consider  the  voluntary  enslav- 
ing of  one  portion  of  the  human  race  by 
another  as  a  gross  violation  of  the  most 
precious  and  sacred  rights  of  human  na- 
ture, as  utterly  inconsistent  with  the  law 


The  Duty  of  tub  PRKSEKt  Time. 
Such  were  the  early  and    unequivocal 
iustructions  of  our  Church.     It  is  not  ne- 
cessiry  too  minutely  io  inquire  how  faith- 
ful and  obedient    to    these    lessons  and 
warnings  those  to  whom  they  were    ad- 
dressed have  been.       It  ought  to  be  ac- 
knowledged that  we  have    all    much  to 
confess  and  lament  as  to  our  short    com- 
ings in  tiiis  respect.       Whether   a  strict 
and  careful      application  of    this  advice 
would  have  fesctied  the  country  from  the 
evil  of  its  condition,    and    the    dangers 
which  have  since  threatened  it,  is  known 
to  the  Omniscient  alone  ;  and  whilst  we 
do  not  believe  that  the  present  judgments 
of  our  Heavenly  Father    and  Almighty 
and  Righteous  Governor  have  been    in- 
flicted solely  in  punishment  for  our  con- 
tinuance in  this  sin,  yet  it  is  our  judgment 
that  the  recent  events  of  our  history,  and 
the  present  condition  of  our  Church  and 
country,  furnished  manifest  tokens    that 
the  time  has  at  length  come,  in  the  prov- 
idence of  God,  when  it  is  His    will  that 
every  vestige  of  human  slavery    among 
us    should  be    effaced,    and    that   every 
Christian  man  should    address    himself, 
with  industry    (ind    earnestness,  .  to  his 
appropriate  part  in  the    performance    of 
this  great  duty. 

Whatever  excuses  for    its   postpone- 
ment may  heretofore  have  existed,  no 
longer  avail.     When  the  country  was  at 
peace    within  itself,  and  the  church  was 
unbroken,   many   consciences  were  per- 
plexed in  the  presence  of  this  great  evil, 
for  the  want    of    an    adequate    remedy. 
Slavery   was  so   formidably  intrenched 
behind  the  ramparts  of  personal  interests 
and  prejudices,  that    to  attack  it  with  a 
view  to  its  speedy  overthrow,  appeared 
to  be  attacking  the  very  existence  of  the 
«ocifll  order  itself,  and  was  characterized 
as  the  inevitable  introduction  of  an  anar- 
chy worse  in  its  consequences   than  the 
evil  for  which  it  seemed   to  be  the  only 
cure.       But  the   folly  and   weakness  of 
men  have  been  the  illustrations  of  God's 
wisdom  and   power.       Under   the  influ- 
ence of  the  most  incomprehensible  infat- 
uation of  wickedness,  tho?e  who    were 
most  deeply  interested  in  the  perpetua- 
tion of  slavery,  have   taken  away  every 
motive  for  its*  further  toleration. 

The  spirit  of  American   slavery,  not 
content  with  its  defences,  to  be  found    in 
the  laws  of  the  States,  the  provisions    of 
the  Federal  Ginatitution,  the  prejudices 
in  favor  of  existing  institutions,  and    the 
fear  of  change,  Kas  taken    arms    against 
law,  organized  a  bloody  rebellion  against 
the  national  authority,  made  formidable 
war  upon  the  Federal  Union,  and,  in  or- 
der to  found  an  empire  upon  the  corner- 
stone of  slavery,  threatens  not  only  our 
existence  as  a  people,  but  the  annihilation 
of  the  principles  of  free  Christian  govern- 
ment ;     and  thus  has  rendered  the    con- 
tinuance of  negro  slavery    incoa^patible 
with  the  preservation  of  our  own  liberty 
I  and    independence.

al  question.       lis  leading  men  have  jus- 
tified its  proslavery  course   on  the  pre- 
tense of  obligation  imposed  by  the  com- 
pact.      They    have    told   their  ignorant 
but  liberty  loving  followers  how   gladly 
they  would  oppose  the  sura  of  all  villa- 
nies,  the  accursed  scheme  of  human  bon- 
dage, if  they  could  only    be  relieved  of 
the  obligations  of  this  ''  sacred  compact 
entered  into  by  the  fathers."

Now  Cleopatra  was  so  well  pleased 
with  the  honor  conferred  upon  her  daugh- 
ter that  she  imij[rated  to  this  country  for 
to  settle.

ous country's  history,  and  known  as  pat-

Why,  sir, — 
look  at  him  at  Lomdy's  Lane — look  at 
him  at  Tippecanoe — look  at  him  at  Wa- 
terlof-,  and,  sir,  look   at  him   at    New'r- 
leans!     Did   he  pisplay  cowardice  thar, 
sir,  or    at   any  of  the  thousand  battles 
that  he  font,  an — 

Hon.  Felix  Garroto  (interrupting) — 
Mr.  Washington  never  fit  the  battle  of 
New'rleans,  he  wasn't  thar,  sir ;  he'd 
bean  dead  two  y«»ars  and  seven  months 
and  thirty-one  days,  afore  that  battle 
was  fit,  so  he  had.

Hon.  Felix  Garrote. — If  you  will  just 
take  the  trouble  to  refer  to  Josephus,  or 
read  Benjamin  Franklin's  History  of  the 
Crimean  and  Black  Hawk  wars,  you  will 
thar  find  that,  Mr.  President,  that  Gen- 
eral Bore-your-gard  fit  the  battle  of 
New'rleans. 

Mr.  Slabsides. — I  thank  my  very 
larned  friend  not  only  for  interrupting 
me,  but  more  particularly  for  his  cor- 
rections, in  which  he  has  shown  hisself 
totally  ignorant  of  history,  men  and 
things. 

I  contend,  notwithstanding  the  gen* 
tleman's  assertions  to  the  contrary,  that 
Mr.  Washington  not  only  fit  at  the  bat- 
tle of  New'rleans,  but  he  is  alive  now, 
sir.  I  have  only  to  pint  you,  Mt.  Presi- 
dent and  gentlemen  of  this  here  lyceum, 
to  his  quiet  and  retired  house  at  Sando- 
val on  the  banks  of  Tombigby  river,  in 
the  State  of  Missouri,  whar  be  now  re- 
sides conscious  of  his  private  worth,  and 
of  the  brilliant  sarvices  he  ha«  rendered 
his  country  and  in  the  enjoyment  of 
those  distinguished  honors  heaped  upon 
his  grateful  head  by  his  aged  country- 
men. And  allow  me  to  call  tho  atten- 
tion of  my  very  Urtied  opponent  that 
G«neral  Boregard  was  not  at  the  battle 
of  New'rleans.

Yes,  Mr.  President,  if  you  will  have 
the  patience  to  turn  and  look  over  Hor- 
ace Greeley's  history  of  tho  Kansas 
hymn-book  war,  you  will  thar  learn  that 
General  Boregard  and  Colonel  Buchan- 
an, at  the  bead  of  an  army  of  negroes, 
made  a  d.}feperate  charge  upon  Mason 


with  every  letter.  There  are  also  keys 
called  the  '  small  capital  ;'  the  '  italic' 
and  the  '  italic  capital ;,  so  that  the 
machine  contains  all  the  characters 
known  to  the  compositor.  The  opera- 
tion of  these  '  capital '  and  '  small  capi- 
tal keys  '  is  similar  to  that  of  an  organ- 
stop  in  modifying  the  effect  of  other 
keys. 

When  the  machine  is  in  motion — and 
I  should  here  mention  that  it  is  worked 
by  steam — a  curious  piece  of  mechanism, 
called   '  the  stick  ,— which  is    about    as 
large  as  a   man's    hand,    and    quite    as 
adroit,  plays  to  and  fro  beneath  the  cas- 
es, and  acts  obediently  to  the  operator's 
touch.     The  spectacle  of  this  little  met- 
alic  intelligence  is  amusing.     It  is  armed 
with  pincers,  which  it  uses  much   as  the 
elephant  does  his  trunk,  though  with  in- 
finite celerity.       Every  time  a    key    is 
touched,  these  pincers  seize  a  type  from 
one  of  the  tubes,  turn   downward,    and, 
as  it  were,  put  it  into  the  mouth  of    the 
stick.     And  so  voracious  is  the  appetite 
of  this  little  creature,  that  in  a  few    sec- 
onds its  stomach  is  full ;  in  other  words, 
the  line  is  set.     A  tiny  bell  gives  warn- 
ing of  this  fact,  and  the  operator  finishes 
the  word  of   the    syllable.       Ho    then 
touches  the  justifying  key  and  the    spa- 
cer seizes   the   line   and   draws   it   into 
another  part  of  the  machine  to   be    jus- 
tified, while  the  empty  stick  resumes  its 
feeding.       No  time  is  lost ;  for,    while 
the  stick  is  setting  a    second    line,    the 
spacer  is  justifying  the  first ;  so  that    in 
a  few  momenU  alter  starting    th*    pro- 
cesses are  going  forward    simultaneoua- 

ly. 

That  of  justifying  is,  perhaps,  the 
most  ingenious.  It  is  accomplished  in 
this  wise  :  The  slick  never  sets  a  whole 
line,  but  leaves  room  for  spaces,  and 
with  the  last  letter  of  ea  ch  word  inserts 
a  piece  of  steel  to  separate  the  words. 
When  the  line  has  been  drawn  into  the 
spacer,  the  pieces  of  steel,  which  are 
furnished  with  nicked  heads  for  the  pur- 
pose, are  withdrawn  and  ordinary  spac- 
es are  substituted.  All  this  requires 
no  attention  from  the  operator.  The 
matter  thus  set  and  justified  is  now  lead- 
ed by  the  machine  and  deposited  on  a 
galley  ready  for  the  press. 

"  In   this   machine,  distribution  is  ihe 
reverse  of  composition,    and  is    effected 
by  simply  reversing  the  motion  of  the 
shaft.      By  duplicating  certain  parts    of 
the  machine  both    operations    are    per- 
formed at  the  same  time.       The  process 
of  distributing  may  be    made  automatic 
by  means  of  the  register.       This  device, 
although  an  original  invention    by    Mr. 
Felt,  is  an  application  of   the  principles 
of  the  Jacquard   loom.    It  consists    of« 
narrow  strip  of  card    paper,    in    which 
holes  are  punched  as  the  types    are  ta- 
ken, forming  a  substitute  for  the    troub- 
lesome nicking  of  the  type,    which    has 
heretofore  been    thought    indispensable 
to    automatic    distribution.        By    this 
means  the  typo  can  be  changed  in  reset- 
ting, if  desired,  so  that  different  editions 
of  the  same  work  can  be  printed  in    dif- 
ferent sizes  of  type."

In  the 
heat  and  high  excitement  of  the  conflict.

They  were  first  discovered 
by  some  children,  who  spread  the  news 
of  the  deadly  conflict,  and  in  a  short  lime 
about  fifty  persons  were  upon  the  ground. 
The  snakes  fought  for  about  two  hours 
and  a  half,  when  at  last  the  black  snake 
seized  the  rattle  snake  by  the  back  of 
the  neck  and  never  let  go  the  hold  until 
the  rattle  snake  gave  up  the  ghost.

Hints  for  Farmers.— A  good  farmer 
will  never  keep  more  than  ten  dogs  to 
every  five  sheep.  He  will  c'ean  out  his 
stables  at  least  once  every  month.  He 
will  keep  five  or  si.\  sticks  of  wood  cut 
up  ahead,  more  than  what  is  necessary 
for  immediate  use.  He  will  not  goto 
town  and  get  on  a  spree  oftener  than 
three  times  a  week,  at  least  in  harve.-st 
time.  He  will  be  careful  not  to  put  up 
a  rail  on  a  line-fence,  unless  his  neigh- 
bor is  there  to  helf.  him.  He  wiH  not 
injure  his  health  by  lying  in  bed  after 
eight  )'clc»ck  a.  m.,  but  will  have  the 
cows  milked  and  breakfast  over,  and  his 
men  out  to  work  as  early  as  ten  o'clock.
